The ore is manganese, of which 
some 500,000 tons were imported last year 
from Brazil, Russia, Chili and other coun- 
tries. 

In the Arkansas field, which is 30 miles 
in length and from 6 to J1 miles in width, 
preliminary prospecting is reported to have 
Phown an abundance of the metal, and 
hope is expressed that it will average a 
@rade sufficiently high to make i!t unneces- 
gary for steel manufacturers in the future 
to purchase from abroad. .

Should Corrigan break with 
the Western Jockey Club it is believed that 
he will take the Hawthorne, Kansas City, 
Fissex Park, Latonia and Louisville tracks 
wiht him. 

Corrigan owns the Hawthorne and Kan- 
sas City tracks and is a big factor in the 
Panama track at New Orleans. His 
nephew, PD. 8S. Barnes, built the new track 
at New Orieans 

Corrigan is one of the most aggressive 
fighters on the Western turf. In the West- 
ern Jockey Club Corrigan and John Con- 
don are the two most influential members. 
These two men have been in control of the 
racing situation around Chicago for years. 

Corrigan defeated George Hankins and 
eaused his-retiroment from Chicago racing 
ten years ago when the fight between the 
pair resulted in a bloody riot at the Gar- 
fiild Park track, in which Turfman Jim 
Brown and several policemen were killed. 
This trouble broke up racing in Chicago for 
several years. Corrigan then went to San 
Francisco and built Ingleside racetrack. 
Things were running along smoothly until 
“Big Ed" broke loose again and clashed 
with Col. Dan Burns, Adolph’ Spreckels, 
Tom Williams and other native sons. They 
closed up the Ingleside track and eventu- 
ally forced Corrigan out of coast racing. 
Corrigan then went to England and re- 
mained quiet until he had recouped his 
fortunes out of the profits of Hawthorne 
track. 

Corrigan Wants 


Equal Rights. 


Witnout Corrigan and Condon the West- 
ern Jockey Club could never have been or- 
ganized. Corrigan doubtless thinks he has 
as muci right to open a new track in New 
Orleans and share the racing dates there 
with Bush, Renaud and Bennett, as Con- 
don had to build a new track in Hot 
Springs and assign to himself the choicest 
racing dates of the Hot Springs season. 

Iissex Park had the Hot Springs field to 
itself until Condon ‘‘butted in’ with a new 
track and appropriated the pick of the 
racing dates for his uncompleted Oaklawn 
Park course. Corrigan’s friends insist that 
Panama Park has just as much right to 
recognition as Condon’s Oaklawn Park. 

There will probably not be any ciashin ir 
Chicago. New Orleans, St. Louie and fot 
Springs promise to be the storm centers. 
Corrigan and Condon must pull together in 
Chicago or the whole Chicago racing struc- 
ture will be weakened. The Cook County 
tracks are only permitted to run on suffer- 
auce.

Deals Consummated in Locust 
Street by Holbrook-Blackwelder 
Co. Involve $325,000. 


Three pieces of Locust street property 
changed hands Thursday morning, the 
dea! involving $325,000.
